The history of this Chinese visitation is inte- 
resting, and 1 belleve has never yet been 
published. By the age of she timber, some of 
which fa still there, I catimate that It was 250 
years.ago that a Chinese Junk sighted the island 
of Fatuna, This vessel had evidently been 
built to be useful afterward, for alf the traditions 
speak of the incredibly short time in which 
canoes were made put of portions ol itand houses 
built on shore with the other parts. Beginning 
on asmallisiand lying clo-e to the mefoland the 
Chinese made a village of thelr own, laid-out 
Dlantations, dug wells and -built them up with 
coral slabs fn a most workmanlike manner, 
Many of thete wells‘are in good preservation to 
the presant day, although not used, During
